Tur festival in the Jewish calendar special!y ass 
tyerrimert will be with us again a few days hence. It is gratifying 
to observe bow, despite the inroads which conditions and circum 
stances have made upon Jewish observances. the feast linked in 
the main with the career of one of the most beautiful and beroic of 
Jewesses, still holds a dear place in the hearts of all Jews. FP 
is aptly tixed in point of season. I[t occurs 
least in these latitudes. the earth is dofling its winter 
and donning the beauteous garb of springtime. It breathes 
with the joy which contemplates new life and hope-—the retarn 
of the song-birds, the budding of the trees, the reliving of the 
plants, and the contemplation anew within human §$ souls, of 
sunshine and harvest, of joyous days in the fresh air of the countrys 
side, in kinship with so much that is heantifal in nature. Bat 
the festival itself has for the Jew a far other signiticance. It 
means an indication to him how in generation by generation 
‘rovidence has indicated to bim that his salvation is 
60> long as he will but be true unto himself. It was not }-sther the 
Vueen who saved the doomed Jews throughout the vast realm of 
ber king. It was Esther the Jewess. Mordecai did not grove! to 
power and humiliate himself before wealth in the hope of thus 
uding his people’ssalvation. He succeeded because he refused to 
barter his proud heritage as a Jew, even forall the glittering favours 
oy which a less faithful man might have been tempted. Bearing 
for us such a message there should be no wonder that Purim 
endures while so much else in Jewish observance perishes.

Keading the 
words, and comparing them with the direction which not only events 
in connection with Zionism but Zionist policy as well, have taken, 
we ure able to some extent to judge how far short of the potentialities 
placed before them in 1917, the Jewish people as a whole and 
/ionists im particular, have utilised them. There was little indication 
in the discussions that took place at the Actions Committee meeting 
of this aspiration, as adambrated oy General Swtrs. And the pore 
is that what there enme from those who are reckoned to 
he in opposition to the Executive Committee and the leader 

ship of the Movement. ‘Too much reliance, however, should not 
be placed upon the report as it appears in our columns. The 
meetings of the Committee were held in private, and only a 
report, specially prepared under the control and inspiration of the 
Executive Committee, was permitted to the public. We print 
only a faithful summary of this communication. What need there 
‘s for this means of reporting the domgs of the Committee it is 
puzzling to know. If it is deemed desirabie, as it might quite 
reasonably be, that the Committee should deliberate in serret, 
then why issue a report? If, on the other band, a report is 
allowed, it should be cne eppealing to the public as of tome value 
That cannot be, with a note sent out by the Executive of the Organi- 
sation of proceedings, in the course of which, if not indeed, 
throughout, the Executive was at sharp variance, not upon 
mere matters of detail but upon great matters of principle, 
not ouly on subjects of method but upon matters involving 
basic policy, with some of those who took part in the debate 
There appears to be no reason whatsoever why the press should 
not have been afforded the facility of purveying for the public a 
report upon its own responsibility, or why the public should he 
jobbed off with the story as told by the Executive. For aught we 
know, it may be faithful and true in every particular but having 
regard to its origin the report will certainly not so impress itself 
upon those who read it. As it stands, it does not place the 
Actions Committee in as favourable a light as we could wish, 
and as we believe it deserves. Ome of the chief reasons for 
which it was called together was to consider the complaints that 
had been made against the Executive by Dr. SoLownrrscnix, 
who bad been a member of that body. They were possibly trivial, 
gronndlers or—mavbe and—negtigible. The renort, however. does 
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mot make them appear so but rather presents them as something so 
serious that after hones and hours of heated dehate the Committee 
felt it desirab'e that no vote should be taken. Nowif it had been 
certain that Dr. Sonowerrscet’s action would have been soundly 
condemned, and that of the Executiva Committee unquestionably 
upheld, it does not seem reasonable to suppose that the opportunity 
thus presented for strengthening the hands of the Executive Com- 
mittee would have been neglected. Yet from the epeeches reported in 
the official communication, it would seem that tie stream of opinion 
at the meeting ran strongly against Dr. Sol oweirscuir and with the 


Executive Committee. 


THE JEWISH AGENCY. 

A MUCH more important matter that engaged the attention 
of the Actions Committee, was the carrying out by that body of 
the conclusions of the last Congress in respect to the Jewish 
Agency. From the report it would seem that some members 
were astonished to learn that a Jewish Agen wy which would under- 
take the financing of the upbuilding of Palestine, would not, 
especially as ball of it only was to be composed of Zionists and 
the other half of “unassorted " Jews, leave the financial 
Q@rrangements, and particularly the expenditure of available 
funds in the bande of a body like the Zionist Congress, or 
any of ite Committees, seeing they have no sympathy with it even 
ifthey feel against it no prejudice. But where was the ground for 
surprise? it surely must have been recognised by Zionists 
that when Congress decided upon Dr. WeizMann's policy for con. 
stituting the Jewish Agency provided for by the Mandate, it virtually 
resigned all real power in respect to the supreme function for which 
it was established—the Jewish upbuilding of Palestine, Having 
accepted that policy, however, the sequela of it should be accepted too. 
For we imagine that the Congress, or the leading members of 
the Zionist Movement, would never have consented to the 
work being done by the hybrid body now contemplated, if there 
were any chance of its being accomplished by Zionist effort alone. 
Whether they were right ia the conclusion they arrived at 
on that point, many Zionists doubt. But no Zionist, it seems 
to us, can complain if the Executive pursues the essential course 
which the policy laid down by the Congress necessarily imposes 
upon the Zionist leaders. 


THE PRESENT SITUATION. 

STILL there are strange expressions to be found throughout the 
supplied report of the Actions Committee Meeting. How, for instance, 
the fixing of a budget can be shared in by two bodies in opposition to 
each other, is difficult to understand whereas, if they are not con- 
templated as in opposition to each other, then there is no reason for 
the sharing, and it does not matter which body frames the budget, 
The important thing to know, it seems to us, is which body 
the Jewish Agency or the Zionist Congress, is to have the ultimate 
veto in the disposition of the funds, and their application to work in 
Palestine. And about that the report is teasingly silent. The 
natural rule, of course, is that those who supply the money have 
a right to call the tune, and it occurs to us that some nice questions 
will yet have to be determined around that generally accepted 
principle, A man who is a non-Zionist may give through the Jewish 
Agency asum of money for Palestine upbuilding. ‘Yhe Agency would 
claim the credit of that donation as the result of its establishment, 
Because it would, obviously, -plead that the non-Zionist would 
never have contributed toa purely Zionist institution. But the 
Zionist Organisation may retort that neither would he have done so 
had it not been for the work, cultural, political, propagandist, 
which it has been doing for more than a quarter of a century, and 
which, if it has not turned all Jews into Zionists, has at least con- 
verted some non-Zionists into builders of Palestine. Consummatea 
goodwill and the closest of hearty co-operation, precise unity of

GENERAL SuuTs's words—Zionists all the world over are mak; 
use of their opportunities, and are pushing forward t), 
development of Palestine in accordance with their great Nationa! 
ideal. We shouldbe sorry to think that any Zionist had not 
idea! prominently and constantly before him. But whether the 
policy that is being pursued by the Zionist Organisation, 
as reflected in the proceedings of the Actions Committees, is like!y 
to conduce to iis attainment, must for some time at best remaiy 
an open question. Aud no Zionist ought to feel otherwise than 
grateful for any anxiety or even doubt that is expressed about it. 


A Home for the Dying. 


Sin Sruarnt Samuet, Bart., to whom the community his 
long been indebted for activity shown in works of kindliness 
and beneficence, has intimated to us that he has undertaken 
to preside at a public meeting to be held on Sunday afternoon, 
April 13th, in the hall of the Home and Hospital for Jewish 
Incurables, High Road, South Tottenham, for the purpose of pro 
moting a Home of Rest for the Dying. It is none too soon that 
something in this direction were done. for years past it 
has been a matter of complaint that no provision existe of a place 
where the poor éetricken unto death may pass away among 
their fellow Jews. Nons of our institutions can deal with 
critical cases of extreme old age, tuberculosis, cancer and 
infectious diseases, and suffering ones doomed by these afflictions 
are perforce compelled to resort to non-Jewish institutions. 
Those who have worked among the poor, or who kuow their 
wants from contact with their needs, have long urged the 
establishment of such a Home ag Sir STUART SAMUEL is going to 
plead for at the meeting referred to. He himself,as Presidentof the 
Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables, has frequently called 
attention to its necessity. $$ has Mr. Leonanp L. Cone Nn, who for 
many years was President of the Jewish Board of Guardians. So,¥ 
too, has, prominentiy among our Ecclesiastics, the Rey. A. A. 
Green, than whom few are more cognisant of the difficulties 
that confront the poor, or understand better or mora 
sympathetically the sentiments they nourish. There is not 
the remotest reflection in this movement upon any of the 
various institutions to which the dying poor among our people 
are now sent. Almost invariably they are treated with true Christian 
kindliness, with the utmost consideration, with tenderness, and with 
care. But there is no Jew but kaows and appreciates bow, when the 
summoning hand of death beckons him, it is among his own that he 
naturally desires to be, so that at the last he may pass to the 
great Beyond asaJew among Jews. Tius this movement, which is 
being largely promoted by the ladies associated with the Stamford 
Hill Synagogue and of which Miss Mintam Moses, J.P., is acting as 
Honorary Secretary, is doing nothiag sbort of Gov's work on earth 
~—a work of true charity and loving-kindness. 


The Rev. A. Mishcon. 
RABBINICAL DIPLOMA. 

We aro requested to announce that’ the Rev. A. Mishcon, having sub. 
mitted to the Chief Rabbi and Beth Dina Rabbinical Diploma obtained by 
him daring a recent visit abroad, from a renowned Rabbi in Poland, the 
Chief Rabbi and Beth Din have, after duc consideration, agreed to permit 
him the use of the title of Rabbi with the status appertaining thereto.” 


Rabbi A. Mishcon was born in Sienim (Russian Poland) in 1878. Having 
completed the course of Talmudic studies in the Yeshibah of his native 
town, he proceeded to Minsk, where he combined the continued study of 
Rabbinics with that of secular subjects. He also made a special stady 
of music, and passed the floal examination at the Warsaw Institute of 
Music. In England, Mr. Mishcon attended for several years lectures at 
Jews’ College, by special permission of the Council, and derived particular 
benefit from those delivered by the learned Principal, Dr. Biichler, on the 
Liturgy. Ue has since done a considerable amount of research work in 
that branch of study, and his articles, published for the moat part in 
the Jewish Quarterly Review, include “Studies in the Liturgy,” “A 
Study iv Liturgical Poetry,” “Suppressed Parts of a Shabu'ot 
Piyut,” “Disputed Phrasings in the Siddur,” and “The Derivation 
of Dayen-gn.’ " Oa perusing some of these articles, Dr. Bichier 
stated that “he had entered his very interesting observations and 
arguments in his notes for future use in his lectures in Liturgy,” while

things perforce induces, as we cast a thought on what 


has been told of him in the Megillah that for the moment is no 
more. And this year, as for many a year that has gone by and 
to all appearahces for many a year still to come, -laughter- 
tears will wet our eyelids as we recollect Joseph of Joburg 
still proclaiming the eternal aud unerring truth that the Bible 
is a book! 


£9 the characters that illumined the communal Megiillah 
from year to year pass before our mind's eyes, and we see 
them etill playing their parts on the stage of their careers, 
And Megillah or no Megillah, the searchlight of the Purim 
Festival reveala the broad chinks which exist between their 
ideas of themselves and the notions of others concerning them, 
throwing into relief all the whilé the great redeeming characteristic 
of them all, their supreme claim to being merely human. And 
that Purim searcblight, if it bas tended to establish something of a 
true relativity between the players in the communal drama and the 
actualities of their existence, has--it has always occurred to me-— 
exhibited characteristics that to the ordinary gaze were imper- 
ceptible. For no stronger piercing beam has ever been devised. If 
has shown modesty and reticence, even in the great Panjandrum, and 
basexbibited Aaronasherus with the quiet amenability that constantly 
defers gracefully to the opinions of others and never overrides with 
views of its own. I believe that it is capable of showing, even ina 
Lord-you-know-who, “a generous veinof unselfishness and evenagain 
a sense of gentlemanliness.” While by ite means the careful regard 
evidently innate in Waltericus—that ladylike sprig of a justly 
ennobled family—for the capacity of ordinary furniture to withstand 
bombardment was alone made apparent. 


So we meander along in the ntemories of the Communal 
Megillah, that was lately the fashion and is taboo this year. The 
vogue has passed away like the smoke from the choicest of the 
Havanas of Epbraicus, but ite redolent odour remains, Thus we 
eee Stuarticus still pouring out interviews that are no more iuter- 
views than his jokes are jokes, and dear old Father Christmascard 
still begging for “the College.” And there is his near kinsman, 
Gjussybangbang, still swimming merrily in seas of coup, but varied 
in these days—for fashions change in soup as they do in Megilloth— 
by the humble saveloy.

For there are men whose shadows show on the Communal 
screen, of whom no record in past documents of the kind occurs, 
I should like to have heard something of the doings of the 
Gireat Cham, his inimitable ‘acrobatics and hie feats of leger- 
demain-of how he proves with the accuracy of chemical com- 
pounding anything, everything, just as his audience wishes, how 
he can tickle, as few others, at once the susceptibilities and the 
pockets of the crowd that stand wondering as he exploits his inimit- 
able powers.

A TRIBUTE, 

. Man’s memory ts notoriously short, and probably the protracted 
fiiness and compulsory retirement of the late Lr. Gustave Michael, have 
allowed something of the deceased's stropg personality and vigorous 
characteriaticse to fade from the minds of his bost of friends and 
ecquaintances. The melancholy opportunity unfortunately now occurs 
of recalling and reviving the main features of lr. Michael's activity 
Quring an exceptionally busy career, extending close upon forty years. 
He was practically the first Jewish medical maa to settie in the East 
Ead of Loodon, and was thus the pioneer of a large and increasing 
contingent of successes. He was a young Scotch graduate, was 
steeped in the culture of the Edinborgh Usiversity, and except that 
he was endowed with a good Jewish education had no kind of 
affinity with the environment wherein he was to begin his life's 
work. but he bad great ability, shrewdness, good judgment, and 
@ most aimlable disposition, quatities which secured for him, within 
a brief period, a success which was literally phenomenal. This 
imposed upon him a burden of unceasing work, by day and by night. 
which became the babit of his life and which contributed to his break 
Gown when the emergencies of the war added to the burden of every 
medical man. 

iis patients held him in veneration for his skill, his colleagues 
respected him for his integrity and high sense of honour, and the dignity 
with which he regarded ali the concerns of his profession. He was cou 
suited in all the medical movements in Stepney, be inspired them and 
often ied them. He held important office in the local division of the 
British Medical Association, and was one of the most popular and 
Successful Masters of the University of Edinburgh Freemasons’ Lodge, a 
craft to which he devoted a considerable amount of attention and time. 

He had not settled long in London before his personality impressed 
fome of the leaders of the community with whom he came in contact, 
and soon he became a representative of the Great Synagogue on the 
Counci!, and for many years he served on the Overseers’ Comwmittee. 
Many commnnal institutions claimed his professional services, and he 
always put them readily at their disposal. He had not sufficient leisure 
to do 4 great dea! of official work in the community; but be had al! the 
energy and capacity requisite toassume leaderabip. He knew every phase 
of communal life thoroughly and efficiently, and bad intimate aecjtiaint 
anceship with every class within communal circles.

Alteration of the Calendar and the Sabbath. 
From Rabbi Dre. isaac Herzog, M A., D.Litt. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin, ~—It strikes me as exceedingly strange that so little attention is 
being paid by Anglo-Jewry to the projected reform of the calendar, now 
under the consideration of a special commission appointed by the League 


of Nations. Should this reform materialise, it would entail a grave peril 
to the observance of the Sabbath. The introduction of one week of eight 
inst ad of seven days in every ordinary year, and cf two such weeks in 
every leap year simply means that our Sabbath would coincide in one 
year with Sunday, in the next with Monday, then with Tuesday, etc. 

The woeful, and alas! ever-increasing desecration of the Sabbath 
is one of the most alarming features of modern Jewish life. It 
is eating away like @ caucer at the very vitais of Judaism. But itis 
bound to assume even larger dimensions as a direct consequence of the 
calendrical reforms in view. The difficulties which the observance of our 
holy Sabbath involves for business people, workers, and employees of all 
categ ries will enormously become agz¢ravated as a result of the changes 
recommended by the Commission in question. 

The position is a very serious one, From a report which appeared ip 
the Niewe Rotterdamache Courant on December 25rd, 1923, a copy of 
which has been forwarded to we by Chief Rabbi Dc. Ritter, I gather that 
already by that date the matter bad reached an advanced stage. A 
pub/ication on this subject emanating from the Leagiic of Nations states: 
“Ta Commission constate que la question de ia reforme du calendrier 
gregorien ne se heurte pas des difficuit¢s dane nature telle que l'on 
puisse d’avance jes considerer comme insurmontabies.” 

Il may further point out that should this proposed reform become a 
fact, the Sabbath will in the course of time dwindle out of sight with 


_gmany Jews, and they will violate the holiest of days without being 


conscious of the wrong they are committing. 

itis, I submit, of the most vital importance that united and concerted 
action should be taken without the least delay. 

Immediate representations should be made by tbe recognised, 
authoritative organs, ecclestastical and lay, of the entire Jewish population 
of the British Empire, The highest interests of Judaism are at stake!

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The sixty-ffth avnual report surveys in detail the various 
aspects of the work of the Board and its auxiliary institutions, 
(mong the 565 new cases, there were none that hed arrived 
during 1925 or 1922, only six that arrived during ivi, and one 
during 1920. The depression in trade had caused great suffering in the 
community. Difficuity bad been experienced in fivding employment for 
> ys and girls who had reached the schoo! leaving age, and it spoke 
well for the energy and efficiency of the Industrial Committee, who had 
een able to apprentice 123 boys and 29 girls during the year, The report 
proceeds to describe the methods adopted by the Board and the self- 
respect of the applicants. It cites many itustances where loans bad been 
yranted and which had been fully repaid. S'atements had been made 
that the Board only assisted Kussians and Poles, and neglected the 
native poor. The inaccuracy <«f such statements may be judged 
by the fact that during the past year there were on the 
books 518 pative cases, 44 Dutch, 53 Germans and Austrians, 
6! Romanians, 1,726 Russians and Poles, and 1! of other nationalities. 
The truth is that place of origin made no difference whatever, evcry case 
was considered on its merits and relieved according to its needs The 
Temporary and Fixed Allowance Committees had to deal with the mos® 
helpless of all the cases, Last year the Committees dealt with 4.5 cases, 
as against 565 in 1922. The amounts given by the Fixed Allowance Com 
wittee to its cases are froni 5s. 6d. to £2 10s. weekly, in addition to which 
coal is given in every case, and other gifts in kind where necessary. 

lhe work of the Loan Committee, continues the report, was carried 
on with careful jadgment and supervision. The amount lent during the 
yoar was £23,918 to over 2.500 borrowers, in loans varying from £5 to £100.

Legacies and donations in memoriam amounting 
to £7,786 were, in addition to the above, utilised to meet expenditure. The amount 
isboreed in direct relief was £34.390, as compared with £35,532 in 1922. Of this, 
£25,369 was disbureed out of funds at the free disposal of the Board, and £9,020 
on account ef funds hypothecated for special purposes. In 1922 these figures 
wore £26,913 and £8,618 respectively. 

The total deficit to December 31st last was £17,920. The Board

Ancient Hebrew literature psints more than one picture of beautiful 
women. There i« the beautifa!l Rachel, for whom Jacob worked for seven

aod lovable Ruth. Bat with the possible exception of the Song of Deborah, 
there ia very little prose or verse whose authorship can be attributed to 
women. The pr phecies of Huidah have fost. 
some of the fre of Jeremiah, but we must wait ti!l come lucky find of a 
pspyrus in hgypt puts us in possession of her speeches. There is, how- 
ever, one littic book, the authorship of which I think must be attributed 
¢o & woman, and th tia the “Scroll of Esther.” Who the authoress was 
must, of course, forever remainasecret. Yet thereare sofictent feminine 
touches in the book to lead any impartial inquirer to the conclusion that no 
mere man bare compored the work. 
Before bringiog forward the evidence for this hypothesis, I must meet 
One obvious objection. It might be argued that In ancient Israel women 
were illiterate and quite unable to write books. There is very little to 
: be said for this view. The Scroll of Esther was written very late, not 
much more than a century before the present era. There is very little 
evidence as to the educationa! facilities «f that time, but since the 
authoress of the book herself credite Esther with writiog letters, it is to

Miss Yeziersks further magnifies an 
individual lato a typ), and this traitin her work constitutes one of its 
main weaknesses. O.1 the other hand, she is on surer ground when «he 
writes with iatimate kaowledge of the Ghetto, and skilfally and «leary 
indicates how in Settlement work those who come to teach often find 
much to loarn, and those who coms to give flad themselves receiving 
much of the spirit of beauty and sacrifice from those they thought had 
nothing. Itis this element in the novel which shows the anthoress at 
her best, and which will well repay readiag by all those engaged in socia 
endeavours for the elevation of the masses. 

“Poetry.” (a) *‘Roast Leviathan,’ by Mr. Louis Untermeyer 
(Jonathan Cape), contains a number of poems in the first section, entitled

More of 
the others are eff rts to reflect—either through techical colouring or the 
treatment of material —that peculiar irony and Semitic fantasy which are 
as native to the race as the more exalted, and more exploited vein 
Aithough in his attempt to relate the ancient fervour to the temper of our 
times, Mr. Uatermeyer has not tried to translate or modernise any 
pacticular story, he acknowledges his deb: to certain Talmudic sources.

CKBAN DISTRIOT COUNCIL’S OPPOSITION. 


A special meeting of the Barnet Urban District Counci! was heid iast 
week to consider an application by the Hebrew Cemetery Company for 
the purchase of a burial ground at Wyatts Farm, Whetstone. The Clerk 
iMr. Hi. W. Poole) said that the land was in the Finchley urban district, 
but adjoined the Bargpet urban area. A similar application was made 
by the Company for land at Kdmonton last year, but it wae refused 
The Finchley Council bad decided to offer strenuous opposition to the 
application, as they already had pumerons burial grounds in their district 
Oouncillor H. &. bern said that the proposal, if carried out, would be likely 
to depreciate the value of propertyin the neighbourhood. There appeared 
to be no particular demand in that area for aJewishcemetery. He woved 
that the Clerk should attend the forthcowipg enquiry and oppose the 
app ication in conjunction with the Finchley Council. Councillor W. 
Mather seconded the motion. Councillor Edwin Jones supported the 
motion which was adopted. 

‘ho and what is the Hebrew Cemetery Co. the Jewish World) 
horoe time ago it applied unsuccessfully for grourd at Edmonton for the 
purpose of Jewish burial. ‘The application, it will bo remembered, gave 
rise to a series of allegations against Jews which we al! know to be 
untrao, but which served very well! for newspaper “stunting.” We were 
told of the howling of Jews at funerals, and various other practices 
attributed to our people ofan uncritivated if sot barbarous pature.

London's First Sephardi Synagogue. 


LECTURE BY MR. WILFRED SAMUEL, 


Mr. Wilfred Samuel delivered a lantern lecture on Sunday to the 
Sephardi Literary Society, Lauderdalc Road, on the synagogue in 
Creechurch Lane, the first synagogue after the Expulsion. The Rev. 
Bueno de Mesquita presided. 

The lecturer said that the old belief that Bevis Marks was the firat 
synagogue of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation had now been 
completely dispelled, and it had been shown that a synagogue existed in 
Creechurch Lane in the lifetime of Oliver Cromwell. I¢ was used for 
forty-five years, and thereafter was converted into two private houses 
which were occupied by members of the congregation. The site had altered 
very littie after 267 years, and the ground plan could still be traced. An 
interesting Contemporary account of the synagogue bad been preserved in 
a letter written by a merchant named John Greenhalgh, who visited it in 
March, 1662, and who described the service with great detail and con- 
siderable accuracy (Greenhalgh’s letter was extensively quoted in the 
Jewish Chronicle Literary Supplement for August 1923). Mr. Samuel 
showed several old maps on which the synagogue was denoted, and two 
lists of members of the congregation furnished by informers. He gave 
some interesting details concerning some of these characters.

As amatter of fact this 
particular period is not all satisfactorily document: d, and the lack of 
records really proves nothing. The same applies to the Books of 
Evra andNehemiab. Asa watter of fact, there is a blank of fifty years 
hetween chapters six and seven in the Book of Ezra. It should be remem 
mred also that at this period there was not much intercourse between 
the Jews of Palestine and their brethren in Persia. It is somewhat idie, 
therefore, to speculate on the reasons why Mordecai and Esther did not 
u*e their influence to re-establish the Jewish State. Asforthe suggestion 
that the book reads like a novel, is not truth sometimes stranger than 
hetion? An unblased perusal of the story must make it plain that there 
'S nothing in it but unvarnished records of actual events, which might 
very well have occurred. Cause and effect are clearly indicated, and 
4nyone with a knowledge of human psychology would have to admit that 
the narrative is true to life. In regard to the criticism of the numbers in 
the story, itis a well known fact that seven was an important numeral in 
Persia, and there is nothing really surprising in the seven lady's maids

N our concentration on Jewish conditions in Eastern Europe we 
are apt to forget that there is a Jewish problem further East.

The Shanghai Community. 


“Io Shanghai, thanks to the absence of such patrons, the situation is 
slightiy better. It is not impossil'e to form a fairly cohesive community 
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there, although the work is difficult and many years of labour may 
needed. The first place of worsbip was established there above : rty 
years ago. In 1902 a small Jewish school was commenced. i: has 
progressed since then considerably, ite upkeep involving an expenditure 
of over 20,000 dollars ayear. A great step forward was made afew wears 
ago, when a Mr. Simon Levy persuaded bis kinsman, the late Sir J,, . 
Bassoon, to erect the beautifal Vhel KLachel Synagogue, andthe late 
Kdward Ezra undertook to organise iton modern lines. He was chi: “. 
responsible for bringing out a university-trained Rabbi to Shanghai. a» 
enterprise that was looked upon by the other communities of the Fa, 
East as an extremely novel and expensive luxury. Although the «., 
was dificult, something like a modern community, with many activit). . 
clustering round a central representative synagogue, was formed out of « 
wilderness. The sudden death of Edward Ezra brought the communi: 
into financial troubles, and it is at present in atottering condition. [ive , 
the school, the only Jewish school in China, may have to close downy. 
although it enjoys at present the unremitting care and attention of i: 
President, Mr. J. E Salmon, a iccal lawyer. With a little backing fr: 
without, the community might stiffen up and develop farther. Without 
it, it will go back to prim@val chaos. 

The Missionary Spirit. 

“ During my stay in Shanghai,” said Rabbi Hirsch, “I made many 
friends among the various missionaries and worked with them togeth: + 
on different committees. I often felt envious when I saw the count ««s 
millions which Christians of various countries are spending in China 
for the spreading of their ideals. I wish that the Jews mich 
emulate them and spend a littie on the Far Kast, not to convert others to 
Judaism. but just to prevent the Jews from going over to paganisin- to a 
degraded and demoralising paganism. If the Alliance Israclite and th: 
Anglo-Jewish Association possessed something of the missionary spirit, 
and were not content to be just Au/turtruger, they could flod no more 
profitable investment than to make Shanghai a Jewish base for the whole 
of the Far East. That was my great ambition when I went out to 
Shanghai. I thought of making Shanghai a kind of centre for the outlying 
Jewish communities. I did something of this kind for the first year. 
I published a small parish magazine devoted to local Jewish affairs 
and circulated it freely all over the Far East. When Mr. Edward 
Ezra died my supplies were cut off and | had to suspend this work. 
if | had had only the means of spending three months a year io visiting, 
stimulating, and organising the Jewish communities, I might have 
achieved a great deal more for Judaism in the Far East. That there is 
scope for this work is evident from this small incident. In Manila there 
are about one hundred Jewish families (‘all wealthy), and about one 


hundred Jewish soldiers serving in the United States naval station. | 


However they had nothing no synagogue, vo Shochet, not even a Jewish 
cemetery. Some time ago they moved to buy a site for a synagogue, but 
once they bought the site they quarrelied and could pot go on any 
further. Then I heard they wanted to sell the site. I was anxious to 
go over there and urge them to build I could not go, but I addressed 
to them two lettérs, which-had @ very remarkable effect. They 
rallied, and in less than six months they built a beautiful temple. 
! bad hoped to go and consecrate the synagogue and help them 
to bring outa fully qualified minister, but owing to my departure from 
Shanghai [ conld not carry this plan into effect. However, on my way 
home, I stayed in New York lald the miatter before tte Jewish 
Welfare Board, It took me sometime to convince them that it was their 
duty to help the people of Manila, and they eventually promised very 
sympathetic consideration to the matter.

how much could be donc by & competent minister, who, iiving In 
Shanghai, could visit and organise the dewish communities of the 
Far East. Shanghai is not so far from home There is a large 
Eoglish settlement, and people come and go. Everyone visits Engiand 
atleast once in five years, and if the’"Jews, who are very conspicuous 
by their wealth, cannot leave n their Christian pbeighbours 
a favourable impression, so far aa religion and philanthropy 


are concerned, the pre jadice which Christians must develop against a 
community of this kind will extend far beyond the confines of Shanghai. 
Whether or not the Jewish bodies to which I have referred help Shanghai 
to secure a Minister, the Anglo-Jewish Association should certainly help 
maintaia the Jewish scboo!. Ihe Asscciation inherited nearly £100,000 
from a Jewish residentin Chiaa. It owes a great duty to the Jews living 
inthe Far Fast. Of course there is the great objection which is raised 
by many. They say the Jews of Shanghai are rich enough to support the 
school themseives. But itis not the very best humanity to let a person 
die or starve because he happeas ¢>) have rich relatives. The Jews ofthe 
Far East are committing spiritual suicide. Thatistrue. But what man 
with a shred of humanity in him wonld stand and look on while a man 
is wilfully drowning himself, without liftiog a finger to helphim? As 
| have said, with a little help from without, a strong outpost of Judaism 
can be created in the Far East, because all these Jews have a strong 
latent Jewish sympathy ia them, but it is not sufficiently developed and 
modernised, Without any sympathetic help from abroad, perhaps in less 
thau two generations, we shall have another Kai-Feng-Fu.”

The 220d Psalm is a long and somewhat dificult composition. It« 
erect interpretation isto us Jews a matter of special moment. 
ne cf the so-called Messianic Psalms; that is to «ay, jt has been 
explained by Christian writers as intended to refer to the sufferings of 
the Christian Messiab. As we pnaturaliy reject such an interpretation, it 
well that we should be prepared to show on what grounds we r eet it. 
od what is the sense ip which we understand the Psaimirt’'s words. A 
-yce at the Psalin shows that it consists of two parts. Ino the first part 
‘he writer is in the depths of despair. [is misery prompts him to 
ain. “My God, my God, why bast thou forsaken m: 
helping ine, aut from the words of my roaring ” 
By whom, and io what circumstances, are we to suppose such words 
nave been uttered’ Many Christian theologians do no: hesitate to 
y theto to the Founder of their fcith, whois said to have given utter

f the most striking expressions in the 22od Psalm are inapplicable 
the Christian, Messiah. It is strange that those Christian Com 
jtators Who persist iu appiying this Psalm to the passion of Jesus 
pot see that nothiog could be wore fatal to his pretensions than seach 
explanation. clear that the I’salm describes the suff-rings inflicted 
‘pon some victim or other against his will so that the sufferer ealis ont 
ia his agony: “My God, my Gol, why hast thou forsaken me’ thou art 
‘ar from helping me.” Cano oue reasouably apply such words to one who 
supp sed to have offered himselfasa nfary Sacrifice for the sings of 
tha world? The whole scheme of Christian saivation falis to the ground 
if one believes that Jesus uttered on the Cross these words of the 2vad 
Psalm which Matthew pats in his mouth. How immeasurably inferior 
« the lack of courage thus displayed to the cheerfulness with which 
jewish, and Christian martyrs, also, have met the most croe!l deaths ' 
,od if such words as these are inappropriate in the mouth of one 
whom his followers regard as the Divine Saviour of the world, how 
niuch more inappropriate would they be in a paaim supposed to refer to 
this event by way of prophecy. Instead of describing God as “far from 
helping,” the very contrary words should have been employed, for the 
crucifixion of Jesus is believed by bis followers to bave been the very act 
to which the world owes its saivation; and no greater calamity could 
presumably have happened to mankind than that the prayer supposed to 
have been offered up on the Cross should have been answered 
Who, then, may be supposed to be the speaker io this psaim’ The 
heading ascribes the composition t» David, guided maoy 
writers have explained the sufferings described in this psalm to refer to 
the persecutions to which David was subjected by King Saul. Many 
(hristiao writers who take this view. and who at the same time regard 
the psalm as a Messianic composition, are driven to the theory that 
the sufferings of David are intended to typify the similar experiences 
nis diviee descendant. Happily we Jewa have no need to 
resort to such far-fetched explanations We reiect absolutely the 
fantastic theory of prefigurations aud types Waoether this psalm was

King Feisul showed particular interest in the departments 
where sewing and embroidery are taught. He accepted a beautiful silk 
tablecloth, embroidered with his name, the work of the pupiis, and wrote 
a congratulatory message in the visitors book. King Feisul visited the 
Albert lL). Sassoon Boys’ School, where he also wrote ip the visitors book. 
Following hia visit, King Feisul said that he had not thought that there 
wore such schools in Bagdad.

The issue of your esteemed journal of January 18th, in which 
you deal with the decease and the funeral of the late Jewish pianist, 
Arca Griofeld, has just been brought to our notice. 

ar great regret, this report of the attitude of the Vienna Jewish 
Communal Councell, contains quite wrong state monte, contrary to the true 
factact the matter, which appear to have given occasion to the Editor 
eharp y to criticise this allegec behaviour of the Council 

+ ¢ this reason we feel induced to inform you as follows of the actual 
facts of the case, and we confidently expect that, in the interests of truth, 
the F litor will find space for this explanation. 

rhe fact is that the Council of the Jewish Communal Organisation, 
direct!y tt learnt of the death of the artist, A'fred Griiofeld, reserved 
apd mace ready ® grave of honour in the Jewish cemetery. Further- 
more. this offer was accepted by the nearest relatives of the deceased 
Subs« qu utly to this, the turviviog relatives of (he deceased decided, for 
the first time, to acoept the offer of the Muatic'pality of Vienna to reserve 
for the great artist a grave of honour in the section of the Central 
Cemetery reserved for tuch graves, and to decline the cffer of the Com. 
muoa ganisation. The Communal! Council was not able to exert any 
ipl «rce over this decision of the relatives of the deceased. 

The Couect! bad, however, no pretext whatever, because of tho 
attituce of his relatives, for denying to the deceased, who had always 
borre himself as a trae Jow and a great artist, bonour and the ceremonies 
pre eribed in the erttual, 

For this reason, the ritual ceremonies were performed by Rabbi Dr. 
G:ioawald acd the Cantors, in tho bouse cf mourning (Trauerrhaus), and 
not, as your report states, in the Catholic cemetery. 

Also, the President of the community, Professor Dr. Pick, delivered 
the funeral aldveas at the house of mourping. No ritual ceremonies were 
contucted at the burial at the cemetery, and at the toterment of the 
remaios) peither the President, Professor Dr. Pick hitmsclf, nor any 
repre-entative sent by the Communal Organisation, participated.

Ridiculing Tradition. 


ADDRESS BY RABBI DR. BCHONFELD. 


Tn the course of his address at the Adath Yisroe! Synagogue, on 
Sabbath last, Rabbi Dr. ECHONFELD said: For three months Moses had 


to wait with the erection of the Tabernecie alter all the work thereof 
was done. meanwhile, the scoffers ridiculed Moses and all the petty littie 
thices he was doing. Isaac was the first thread in tho fabric of Jewish 
Tracttion which was to endure a thonsand generations to all jands through 
all conditions; and PM¥" “ Laughter” was to be his name, ridicule bis lot. 


The verv fact of bis birth was smile-provoking, and not less so was his 
teaching—and still is—a provocation to all short-sighted sooffers, 
Our Soest teachings, which had become the common property of 
civillsed mankind, were subjected to abuse at one time or another. 
In our own generation non-Jews, and, alas, Jews, too, ridiculed our 
mourning for Zion and the hope for rebuilding it--to-day the fact was 
embodied in the treaties of the leading nations of the world. There was, 
indeed, no sacred practice which could not be the object of derision, if 
looked at with the eye of the scoffer. The Tabernacle—the ordinances 


of the min. te details of its measures and colours—offered a welcome field . 


for the spying eyes of ill-willed jesters who were unable and unwilling to 
envigege the spirit beyond the material presentation of divine commands. 
“Where was the Shechinah®,” they asked mockingly; just as thelr 
Bucceasors of to-day clamoured aloud for the “ spirit” in their observances, 
axe in hand ready to chop off everything which found no grace before 
their “discerning "eyes. “ Yitzchak "—“the smile of the future "--was our 
aoswerto them, By the name of the Patriarch, with the divine smile 
of eternity om our lips let us face them bravely. Long after their fashion- 
born laughter will have died away Jewish tradition will stand secure. 
With astonishing acumen had the author of the Shulchan Aruch put 
Into the very first chapter of his monumental guide book of Jewish 
life: “Do not be ashamed in front of the scoffers !” That was the most 
deadly weapon any spiritual movement could encounter. W here perseen- 
tion and death and privation would only strengthen determination and 
StiTen rosistance, the arrows of ridicule would pierce throagh faint hearts 
and conjuer, While enlightened non-Jews rose in honour before the 
dignity of Jewish valour, some Jews joined the mob in throwing mud et 
their ancient practices.

Jewish National Fund. 
SIR HERBERT SAMUEL VISITS HEAD OFFICE. 


On the 27th February, Sir Herbert Samuel visited the Head Office of 
the Jewish National Fund in Jerusalem. He was accompanied by Lady 
Samuel and Mc. Edwin Samuel, and bis A.1).C., Mr. Monckton. 

Mr. Ussishkin said he was proud to welcome the High Commissioner, 
on the occasion of bia first visit to the Head Office of the Jewish National 
Fand. That institution was charged with the most important task of 
laying the foundation of the Jewish settiement tn Palestine. Since the 
Head Office had been transferred to Jerusalem a noticeable improvement 
had setin. Three-quarters of ita revenue was spent in acquiring land in 
Palestine, and it to-day possessed more than 100,000 dunams of land, 
including 1,149,201 pice of urban property. The remaining quarter was 
expended on reclamation and anti-malarial works, such as drainage of 
swamps, water. works, afforestation, road-building, etc. On the land thus 
improved and ready for colonisation the Keren Hayesod built up the 
Zionist agricu'tural colonies. The National luad kept a Golden Book, iu 
which the names of Jews and non-Jews who had distingnished them- 
selves by service to our people were inscribed by their admirers, 
who, for this purpose, madea donation to the Fund. Two volumes of 
the Golden Book, each containing 5,9(0 inecriptions, had now been 
completed. Special importance was attached to the concluding and 
initial inscriptions in these books, and it had been decided by the Board 
of Directors that the final pame in \olumo I! should be that of Baron 
Edmond de Rothechild and the first in \ clume III that of the High Com- 
missioner. An appeal was being issued to the Jewish people to join in 
entcring these two inscriptions. 

Sir Herbert Samuel, in replying, said he was very pleased to visit 
that institution, and thanked them for the hovour they had done him in 
ioscribiog his name firstin Volume ILL. of the Book. He particularly 
appreciated the honour, because it was coupled with the name of Baron 
I. j:nond de Rothschild, who had in so enlightened a manner done much 
for Jewish colonisation ia Palestine. He was also touched by the 
presentation of the album. He had been in almost all the colonies 
represented tn it, and be had been struck when visiting therm with the 
great progress they had made. “When I firat came here,” continued Sir 
Lierbert, I thought i¢ would need five years for the new Palestine to 
revea!itse’f. Only four years have passed, but I think you will agree 
that creat progress has been made. Not so much as was wished for, but, 
nevertheless, comparing what has been done with the position four years 
aco. there is no doubt that a great advance bas been achieved. I am 
Confident that those who will be abletwenty-five years hence to view the 
Situation In Palestine will find that increasing progress has been achieved.”

HEATED DISCUSSIONS. 


THE CONTROL OF THE ZIONIST BUDGET. 


'The account below is exmmarised from reports of the meclings 
Of the Actions Committee furnished by the Zionist Organisation, the 
meetings having been held in private 


As briefly reported in last Friday's /cwitth ( hronicle, the meeting of 
the Actions Committee was opbned on Toesday of ast week. There were 
present, in addition to those already mentioned, the Kev. J. K. Goldbloom, 
and Messrs. Neiger and Aileinike®. Dr. E. Margulies attended es 
deputy member without rote. 

Messages of greeting were read [rom Dr. Weizmann, Dr. Kuppto, and 
Dr. O. Thon 

Political Report. 


Mr. NAiiUM SOKOLOW delivered a report on the political situation 
and the political activities of the Executive. He began by giving 
& general summary of the events connectod with the negotiations 
between the British Government and King Hussein. Tho Execative had 
followed these negotiations as far as they related to Palestine with the 
closest attention, and had informed the authorities concerned of the 
Zionist atéiiude. For the moment the negotiations seemed not to have 
yielded any resuite; be was, therefore, able to give reaseuriog news 
in this respect. He emphasised, however, that in his opioion there waa 
etill a possibility of the urgotiations being continued, and the Execative 
would, therefore, watch the couree of eventa with the greatest attention. 
Mr. Sokolow then dealt with the change of Government in England. He 
expressed satisfaction that at the head of the British Government there 
stood a man who koew and understood the Zionist cause, who had him 
self been in Palestine, and had written enthusiastic articles on Zionist 
work in the country. The Executive was convinced that the present 
Government was friendly to Zionism. Nevertheless, the general situa 
tion on the one hand and the peculiar position of the Goveroment on the 
other hand, were such that they coujd not expect any sudden radical 
changes. Tho Executive considered it, however, as its paramount 
duty to maintain, io its relations with the Government, the position 
to which the Zionist Organisation was entitied tn its capacity aa 
Jewish Agency for all matters relating to Palestine. Steps had 
already een initiated to establish contact in this sense. 

After Mr. Sokolow's speech, which lasted two hours, the debato 
was opened, and continued, with short intervals, till eleven o'clock. The 
following members took part in the discussion :—Chief Rabbi Dr. Chajes, 
Drs. Jacobson, Gottlieb, and Bchmarya Levio, Deputies Griabaum and 
Farbstein, and Messrs. Jean Fiecher, Kaplansky, Kapien, de Lieme, 
Stricker, Levite. Mayer, Mereminsky, and A. Goldberg. 

Generally, the debate showed agreement, on the part of the speakers, 
with the political activity of the Executive, especially on one question 
which Mr. Sokolow made clear—thai the Zionist Executive is untom 
promisingly opposed to the Arab Confederation projected in the Angio 
Hedjaz Draft Treaty. 

Daring the eveniag session, the question of the establishment of a 
permanent political committee of the Actious Committee was discasse) 
After a debate, the matter was adeurned in order to afford an opportunity 
to the Executive to consider its attitude to the proposal. 


The Jewish Agency. 

At the session which opened on the morning of Wednesday of last 
week, Mr. SOKOLOW stated the reasons for the steps taken by the Execu 
tive to give effect to the resolution of the Congress regarding the enlarge 
ment of the Jewish Agency, and cumphasised that the Executive was 
unaolmous In its appreciation of the importance of the pegotiations con 
ducted by Dr. Weizmann in America for the purpose of enlisting the 
support of wider circies in the upbuilding of the Nationa! Home to Vales 
tine. He insisted that it was for the Actions Committee to give the 
Executive guiding principles in accordance with the present stage of the 
negotiations, which would enable the latter to be brought to a successful 
conclusion. 

Mr Lovuis LIPSKY gave a report on the work of Dr. Weizmann and 
Dr, Kuppiv, which had been conducted in full accord with the leaders of 
American Zionism and the American members of the Actions Committee. 
Regarding the organisation of the American section of the Jowlsh Agency, 
he said thatin view of the peculiarity of the internal structure of Americana 
Jewry it was necessary to attract the various organised groups, such aa, 
for instance, trade unions, friendly societics, the religious organisations, 
etc. The most importast circiec, however, that would have to be 
interested was that formed by the American Jewish Congress and the 
Joint Distribution Committee, which would be able by its influence to 
mobilise all the other circles. -The immediate concrete results +» hould be 
the establishment of the Investment Corporation and the support of the 
Keren Hayesod campaign. The object of the negotiations was to iaduce 
those circles to take over a share of the responsibility. Ail details would 
have to be discussed in the course of the negotiatiogn, and it would 
probably take months before a definite result was obtained.

Conference for a definite form of agreement. He explained that the 
establishment of a joint organisation for the upbullding of Palestine 
in America was desirable, and a8 soon a6 an agreement with the 
Zionist Organisation had been reached, that Organisation wou'ld be 
able to delegate representatives to the Jewish Agency. Dr. Weizmann 
deciared thas it bad never been his intention to piace a /ait 
accompli before the Zionist Organisation. As soon as the other 
group hed formulated its wishes, they would be communicated.to 
the Zionist Organisation, which wonld have to consider its attitude 
to them and to bring these proposals into accord with the proposals 
of other groups in other countries. Dr. Weizmann explained that 
both Dr. Rappin and he had strongly emphasised in a!l negotiatoins 
that, quite apart from the proposed Investment Corporation, the 
Keren lHiayetod was the most important instrument for the upbuiiding 
of Palestine. This view had also been fnaliy understood on the other 
side, and it waa to be expected that the non- Zionist Jews would also 
raise large contributions for the Keren Hayesod. If that were the case it 
followed logically that the other side must alxo have a share in the 
administration of the fonds. The Actions Committee would bave to 
devote its earnest consideration tothis problem. If the two parties sgreed 
that the Keren liayesod should be raised and administered jointiy, it 
wonld follow that the Congress would no longer be the only body to fix 
the entire budget. Still, even in that case, the right of the Congress toa 
share in the fixing of the budget was a very important one, especially if 
the Congress were thereby relieved of the necessity of having to 
eoncentrate all «fforts on the covering of the emergency budget. It 
could also not be overlooked that the Congress, as a result cf this 
alleviation in reepect of the technical work in connection with the 
fixiog of the butget, would be able to devote itself again in a larger 
measure to the important functions which had been negiected during the 
last few years, especially the national cultura! work, Zionist propag«nda 
and the strengthening of the Zionist Crganisation and the Aeron Aayemeth 
Leyisraci. 

Mr. Lipsky submitted a proposal embodying a scheme for co- 
operation with non-Zionistse. The main idea of the scheme was that 
the Zionist Organisation should remain the Jewish Agency, and that, 
apart from the existing organs of the Jewish Agency ithe Congress, 
the Actions Committee, and the Executive), a Jewish Council should be 
formed, consisting half of Zionists and haifof non-Zionists. The functions 
of this Council would be to offer advice in all political matters, and to 
6o-operate in economic matters by a joint raising of the necessary 
fands and joint Oxing ofthe budget, as well as the supervision of the 
expenditure. 

Mr. KURT BLUMBENFELD supported the proposals of the Lxecutive. 

Deputy |. GRUNBAUM explained his attitude in a speech. lasting 
and bourand a half, He emphasired the fact that the acceptance of 
the proposals would mean the beginning of an ever-increasing depen. 
dence upon Jewish fivancia!l magnates, thus sacrificing the chief principle 
of Zioniem—the idea of the sovereignty of the Jewish people. The 
colonisation of Palestine was senseless without a simultanec!is awakening 
cf the Jewish people.

The discussion was 
continued op Sunday evening, and revolved around the questions of the 
execution of the resolutions of the previous Actions Committee meeting, 
the position of Dr, Soloweitechik in the Executive, and the form of his 
resignation. In the course cf the debate, the Executive emphasised 
that its attitude to the demands of Dr. Soloweitechik was governed by 
ocompeiling reasons. A resolution to the effect that it was incumbent on 
the Executive to carry out the resolutions of the Actions Committee, 
and a further motion that Dr. Soloweitechik be requested to withdraw his 
resigpation were withdrawn by the movers efter a statement by Mr.

Upon the motion of Dr. Ariosoroff, it was resolved to confirm tne 
decision of the Finance and Economic Committee to participate in the 
preparation of the new Budget which is to be submitted to the Annua! 
Conference. It was also resolved to request the /xecative to make a!! 
the necessary preparations in order to enable the Jewish Agency to 
carry out its fonctions as set forth in the Mandate; and to instruct the 
Finance and Economic Committee to appoint a Commission to examine 
the question of raising a big loan for the purposes of colonisation. and to 
submit a report to the next meeting of the Actions Committee. 


Jewish Agency Resolution. 


On behalf of the Commission on the question of the Jewish Agency, 
Dr. KR. WELTSCH reported that the Commission was able to subwit 
upvapvimously the following resolution : 

1. The Actions Committee welcomes with the utmost satisfaction ie 
willingness that bas recently been manifested by important Jewish circles o 
various countries to take part in the upbuilding of the Nationa! Hom: oa 
Palestine for the Jewish people. 

2. In particular, the Actions Committee takes note with gratiticat on of: 
resolutions adopted by the Conference of American Jews on February |: 
which, on the one hand, advocated theestablishment of au Investment Corpora. 
tion for Palestine, and, on the other hand, expressed the willingness of ‘ve 
American Jews to co-operate in the Jewish Agency in accordance with Arti 
of the Mandate. The Actions Committee likewise welcomes the decision of {!' 
Jewish Trades Union in America to take an active part in the work (or 
lalestine. 

3. The Zionist Organisation perceives in these events an important 
forward in the direction of securing the co operation of the whole of Jewry 'p 
the upbutiding of the National Home, which: is to find .te first form of ex)r- 
sion in the creation of a Jewish Council for Palestine. The Actions Commitie 
therefore requests the Executive to continue with the utmoert energy te efforts 
for the formation of a Jewish Cuuncil. 

4. Convinced that the widest circles of the Jewish peopie are wiliing to 
devote their moral and material forces to the realisation of thie work. the Zion::' 
Urganmation tm prepared to do everything in ite power in order te bring abo! a 
harmonious cOUaburation on the basie of joint responsibility. 


The resolution was adopted unanimousiy. The Commission
